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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Haugen reference 
teaches a chemiresistor having a sensing area with an array of particles (gold crystallites) with 
an organic conductive material therebetween as evidenced by the change in conductivity in the 
presence of an analyte (if the conductive organic material was not between the particles there 
would be nothing to influence the primary mode of conduction - "quantum tunneling across the 
narrow gaps between gold crystallites" - would not be affected by the presence of the analyte). 
Examiner has allowed the claims based on the fact that the conductivity of the material used by 
Haugen is significantly different from the conductivity of the claimed organic polymer material. 
The problem given by Haugen for using the crystallites - the extremely high resistivities of the 
materials leading to the need for fairly high operating voltages to produce easily measured 
currents and the resulting electrical breakdown or electrochemical decomposition of the 
materials - would not be expected to be a significant factor in the claimed conductive organic 
polymer material. In the chemiresistor section of the reference (pages 27 A — 30A), the 
crystallites are taught as reducing the effective length of the chemiresistive layer so that a voltage 
(1-2 volts) low enough to avoid the material instability and lifetime problems can be used. With 
the difference in conductivity/resistivity of the materials of Haugen and the instantly claimed 
materials as taught in the reference submitted by applicant with the amendment filed 1-26-12. 
This would not be expected to be a problem with the instantly claimed conductive organic 
polymer materials. Thus the art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the instantly claimed 
combination of elements.
